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plying the European market through a branch office in one country is no longer feasible, therefore, 
manufacturers who are interested in European business must change their policy and establish new 
connections. Now is the time to prepare for the conditions which are to come. Every manufacturer who 
hopes for the extension and continuance of his European business should have his representative on the 
ground now. 

Already many German houses who are most familiar with the United States lines and their poten 
tialities in Germany and Austria, are planning for the conditions which are to come. Many dealers in 
Russia who have hitherto specialized on German products are making inquiries for American lines. The 
same is true in France and in England. 

While it would be absurd to deny that the conditions in each of the countries are propitious for th: 
growth of American trade, it is a fact that much time will be required to work out the relations which 
are desired. Much of this preliminary work can be done now. At the close of the war there will be a 
tremendous demand and a great opportunity for American manufacturers to be of service in all of the 
countries involved. But it must be remembered that nothing will stand that is not worthy to stand 
against competition. Because countries will not trade with their enemies, it does not follow that they 
must trade with us. They will make all the goods they can make themselves and carry on a flourishing 
trade with their allies, and with neutral countries when the latter can produce the goods which best 
meet the conditions. 

This is the very time in which to make a careful study of the business practices and customs 0! 
the countries which will wish to do business with us. It will be of no use, or, at least, of no permanent 
advantage, to attempt to transact business with these countries in accordance with the customs of the 
United States. No enduring business can be built on any such plan. The attitude of our friends in the 
countries involved immediately after the war will not be lasting. Individual friendships, as already sug 
gested, will be re-established. Out of the present experiences will come mutual respect for each othe 
and that respect is bound to be reflected in cordial relationships. What the manufacturers in the United 
States will accomplish finally will be nothing more nor less than what they accomplished in the face ot 
all the competition which they have had in the past. The exigencies of war will not for long be mani 
fested in peace. Bitterness will disappear and friendships will be renewed. 

In every country involved our friends talk of the great opportunity for the United States, but that 
opportunity will result in nothing unless manufacturers here get into the European markets in the 
} 


right way, at the right time, and comply with the terms, customs and practices which have been followed 


in these respective countries.
